Growing coalition of labor, community, 
faith and service organizations 
presses on for housing reforms

Following on the heels of a 
major coalition victory for more 
extremely low income housing by 
the San Jose City Council Tues- 
day, San Jose’s growing housing 
coalition staged a “Dia De Las 
Madres” (Mother’s Day) rally in 
front of City Hall last Thursday 
evening to demand that the City 
now address the immediate im- 
pact of the Housing Crisis begin- 
ning with the preservation of af- 
fordable housing by ending un- 
just evictions. 


“We are here today to de- 
mand a new City law to stop un- 
Just evictions. Right now the City 
is losing affordable housing as 


landlords buy up rent controlled 
apartments, move out the tenants, 
fix them up and charge market 
rents,” said Jane Hermann one of 
the rally leaders and members of 
SEIU Local 715. 

Through both testimony and 
a Wall of Shame, the rally high- 
lighted those families who have 
been evicted by profitecring land- 
lords and have called for action 
towards San Jose to level the 
playing ficld between landlords 
and tenants with legal protection 
for tenants from unjust evictions. 

“With more than 2,500 no- 
tices to move being given out per 
month, it is ime to take this is-

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Informe de Fox no convence a 
oposición y es criticado por juristas 


México, (EFE).- El informe 
que rindió el presidente de Méx1- 
co, Vicente Fox, sobre sus prime- 
ros cinco meses y medio de ges- 
tión no convenció a los partidos 
de oposición y fue criticado por 
expertos en asuntos constitu- 
cionales. 

Fox rompió el miércoles, con 
la tradición de presentar un solo 
balance de gobierno al año e inau- 
guró un nuevo formato de rendi- 
ción de cuentas trimestral. 

Al presentar un informe sobre 
sus primeros cinco meses y medio 
de gestión, Fox recordó las me- 
didas de austeridad puestas en 
marcha para hacer frente a la de- 
saceleración económica, subrayó 
los avances conseguidos en la lu- 
cha contra el narcotráfico y la co- 
rrupción, y renovó su compro- 
miso con los pueblos indígenas. 

Además, el mandatario apro- 
vechó la ocasión para instar al 
Congreso, en el que ningún par- 
tido tiene mayoría, a que apruebe 
su proyecto de reforma fiscal por 
el bien del país. 

Esta iniciativa, que fue envia-

California podría afrontar 260 horas de apagones durante el verano

Washington, D.C.(EFE).- 
California podría sufrir unas 260 
horas de apagones eléctricos ro- 
tatorios —por zonas— durante el 
verano próximo, un período en el 
que aumenta considerablemente 
la demanda, advirtió esta semana 
un grupo privado de defensa del 
consumidor. 

La situación energética de ese 
estado del Oeste de EE.UU., uno 
de los más poblados y ricos del 
país, y que empezó a finales de 
2000, fue descrita como “suma- 
mente grave” y con tendencia a 
empeorar si no se alcanzan solu- 
ciones a largo plazo. 

Los californianos han pade- 
cido ya seis cortes de electricidad 
desde enero pasado, cuando arre- 
ció la escasez del fluido como 
consecuencia de una significativa 
reducción del abastecimiento por 


parte de las compañías distri- 
buidoras que compran la electri- 
cidad en otros estados. 

El Consejo de Calidad de la 
Electricidad de EE.UU. (NERC) 
dijo este martes en Washington 
que, además de aquel estado de la 
costa Oeste, también Texas, Nue- 
va Inglaterra y la ciudad de Nueva 
York están expuestos a las conse- 
cuencias de una escasez, en caso 
de que las plantas generadoras 
afronten problemas mecánicos. 

¿Un verano obscuro? 

La entidad no lucrativa funda- 
da en 1965 a causa del gran apa- 
gón ocurrido en el noreste estado- 
unidense durante ese año, explicó 
en una rueda de prensa que el caso 
de California será “más severo” 
en el verano próximo, y que no se 
descarta la necesidad de efectuar 
apagones rotatorios, es decir, por 
zonas. 


Aunque el Sistema Indepen- 
diente de Operación Californiano 
(ISO) estima que la crisis no será 
tan exagerada en los tres meses 
del verano de 2001, que empezará 
el 21 de junio, el NERC afirmó 
que se calcula que habrá neces! 
dad de efectuar unas 260 horas de 
apagones rotatorios durante los 
tres meses de ese período. 

El ISO ha calculado apagones 
rotatorios por un total de 200 ho- 
ras, dependiendo de la demanda. 

Michehel Gent, presidente de 
la NERC, señaló que los esfuer- 
zos ‘de los habitantes y los co- 
merciantes de ese estado por aho- 
rras energía no han ayudado en la 
medida que se esperaba, aún 
cuando las tarifas de consumo han 
sido aumentadas un 40 por ciento. 

La entidad calcula que una de 
las principales compañías abas- 
tecedoras de electricidad, la “Pa- 


cific Northwest”, podrá suplir la 
demanda de sus consumidores en 
el período veraniego crítico, pero 
que al parecer los efectos de la 
reciente sequía evitarán que pueda 
vender cuotas extra 

Medidas a largo plazo 

Los expertos citados por el 
NERC opinaron que la situación 
de California, el estado más rico 
y más poblado de EE.UU.. es 
“realmente grave” y que se deben 
encontrar soluciones energéticas 
a largo plazo. 

Muchos políticos de aquel 
estado de la costa Oeste atribuyen 
gran parte de la escasez de elec- 
tricidad a la ley de desregulación 
vigente desde 1996, y que fue 
promulgada para promover la 
competitividad en el mercado 
energético. 

El presidente de EE.UU., 
George W. Bush, tiene previsto 
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anunciar un plan energético na- 
cional. el jueves, que segura- 
mente incluirá el problema de 
California, aunque en algunas 
ocasiones ha dicho que corres- 
ponde al Gobierno de ese estado 
poner en vigor las soluciones 
adecuadas, sin una mayor inje- 
rencia federal. 

Las companias que venden la 
energía eléctrica y el gas a los más 
de 32 millones de californianos 
alegan que están al borde de la 
bancarrota debido a los altos 
costos que pagan a sus abaste- 
cedores de otros estados, y a las 
bajas tarifas que se aplican a los 
consumidores.

While the pope has been on 
a mission of peace to Greece, 
Syria and Malta, he has also sent 
a special message to President 
“W” Bush: Spare the life of Timo- 
thy McVeigh. However, chances 
are greater of bringing about 
peace to that region than halting 
the May 16 execution date of the 
Oklahoma City bomber. To the 
surviving families of the 168 
bombing victims who support his 
execution, the pope may seem 
oblivious to their suffering. To 
others, however, he represents a 
beacon of sanity in a world that 
has seemingly lost its moral com- 
pass. 

His stand 1s predicated upon 
the belief that all life is sacred. 
The pope 1s not alone in this be- 
lief, which poses a huge dilemma

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for those who anchor their poli- 
tics on religious con victions. Vir- 
tually all the great humanitarians 
and spiritual leaders of our time 
teach that all life is sacred and 
oppose capital punishment. In 
fact, it appears that only the 
United States has lost its moral 
compass, since most of the civi- 
lized world has already aban- 
doned this primitive practice. 

This certainly is an enigma 
for a nation that prides itself on 
its Judeo-Christian roots, yet 
seemingly finds no problem in 
carrying out a practice that is not 
rooted in these spiritual traditions 
(80 percent purportedly support 
McVeigh’s execution). Many 
death penalty supporters equate 
justice with revenge or turn to a 
spiritual misconception: the Old 
Testament’s citation of “an eye 
for an eye, and a tooth for a 
tooth,” which has nothing to do 
with capital punishment. 

A dilemma also exists for 
those who profess that all life is 
sacred, and yet find a place in 
their hearts to support state-spon- 
sored executions — even if it’s

only for the McVeighs, Dahmers 
and Mansons of the world. The 
death penalty was designed pre- 
cisely for those kinds of mass 
murderers. Flaws and mistakes 
aside, it exists not to execute ev- 
ery killer, but to rid society of its 
most dangerous elements, who 
show little regard for life and who 
are likely to kill again. Otherwise, 
many thousands of murderers 
would be executed on a yearly 
basis. 

However, opposition to the 
death penalty is not centered on 
arguments over guilt or inno- 
cence, nor the savagery of the 
crimes or the criminal, but on the 
belief that all life is sacred and that 
the state is not infallible. Many 
Americans who now oppose the 
death penalty apparently do so not 
because they believe it’s wrong, 
but rather because its application 
may result in the execution of in- 
nocent human beings. The death 
penalty is anything but infallible, 
with racial bias and economic fac- 
tors heavily contributing to that 
lack of fairness. Yet taken to its 
logical conclusion, “fairness” ar- 
guments could escalate the 
amount of executions, not reduce 
or eliminate them, because a gov- 
ernment lacking in morals could 
easily descend to executing more 
criminals of all races and econo- 
mic backgrounds at equal and 
steady rates. 

The most troubling aspect of 
this debate is promoting the death 
penalty as a form of (mass) 
therapy — as a way to heal and 
soothe the pain of the grief- 
stricken relatives. Attorney Ge- 
neral John Ashcroft has inad- 
vertently contributed to this bi- 
zarre notion by allowing 
McVeigh’s ritualized execution to 
be televised on closed-circuit tele- 
vision. 

Truthfully, most people on 
either side of the debate seem to 
have the same goal: that mur- 
derers never be able to hurt any- 
one again. Life in prison without 
parole in super-maximum secu- 
rity prisons where prisoners can’t 
hurt or even communicate (to pre- 
vent the ordering of hits) with 
anyone accomplishes the same 
goal. It's simply a matter of cost 
and societal priority. 

We seem to have reached the 
stage where executions are not for 
the expressed purpose of prevent- 
ing the further taking of life. Our 
nation’s ethos has allowed for this 
practice to evolve into govern- 
ment-assisted suicide. The only 
question is whether we will na- 
tionally televise the execution of 
the next mass murderer who 
outdoes Mc Veigh — a public hu- 
man sacrifice — to soothe our 
collective grief. A pay-per-view 
arrangement, with proceeds ben- 
efiting victims’ relatives, would 
certainly make it “more” morally 
palatable.

MADD también indica que 
los accidentes automovilísticos 
son la causa principal de muerte 
en los jóvenes hispanos, hasta los 
24 años. La combinación respon- 
sable por la mayoría de esas 
muertes es las llaves de un carro y 
un alto nivel de alcohol en la 
sangre. 

¿Cómo podemos evitar enton- 
ces que la maravillosa noche del 
prom no se convierta en pesadilla? 
Padres, madres, profesores, e in- 
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clusive alumnos de todo el país 
han puesto en marcha 
innovadores proyectos como el 
designar a choferes que se 
encarguen de llevar y recoger a los 
bachilleres esa noche; organizar 
un evento que siga al baile donde 
esté prohibido el alcohol; estar 
seguro que habrá un conductor 
designado, que no haya bebido y 
que esté lo suficientemente lúcido 
para transportar a los agasajados 
a casa. 

Al concluir la secundaria, casi 
todos sentimos que somos dueños 
del mundo, y pensamos que po- 
demos sostener esa enorme esfera 
en las manos.

Mexican workers invisible part 
Valley backbone 


of Silicon 


Editor’s note: The stereoty- 
pical image of the immigrant 
worker from Mexico 1s a hard- 
working field hand. But more and 
more, he (and more and more she) 
can be found behind closed doors 
in Silicon Valley's high-tech in- 
dustry. With Mexico wanting to 
partner with high-tech, this means 
serious business on both sides of 
the border.

Immigrant workers from Me- 
xico are still struggling to make 
a living, but today they face ex- 
ploitation not only in the fields, 
but on assembly lines of high- 
tech corporations in Silicon Val- 
ley such as Hewlett-Packard. 

This growing workforce re- 
mains invisible to most of the 
outside world. 

Unlike farmworkers, who toil 
under the sun for all to see, as- 
sembly workers are inside, be- 
hind closed doors. 

Of course, in terms of num- 
bers, there is no comparison. An 
estimated four million people in 
the United States are farmworkers 
and at least two-thirds are immi- 
grants — 80 percent from 
Mexico. 

High-tech manufacturing 
employs 97,000 people in Santa 
Clara County. Its entry-level la- 


bor force is drawn largely from 
Silicon Valley’s huge immigrant 
pool. Most assembly line work- 
ers are Mexican and Vietnamese, 
the majority of those women. 

As the daughter of immi- 
grants who began working in the 
fields and later moved into as- 
sembly work, I have seen a pat- 
tern of exploitation. 

That pattern is now well on 
its way into Mexico and will no 
doubt continue to grow under 
Mexican President Vicente Fox, 
who is pushing to expand the 
country's economy by increasing 
high-tech industry and becoming 
an essential Silicon Valley part- 
ner. 

Assembly work pays an av- 
erage of $9 an hour. No union rep- 
resents the workers, who are usu- 
ally hired under contract through 
one of the 250 temporary agen- 
cies in the area. 

High-tech companies use 
contract workers to increase prof- 
its because they do not have to 
pay benefits that come with per- 
manent employment. 

More than 82,000 chemicals 
are used in the high-tech indus- 
try every day. 

Less than 2 percent of these 
are regulated by the Occupational 
Safety and Health Agency. Can- 
cer, diabetes, and miscarriages 
have all been linked to this sup- 
posedly “clean” industry, which 
has an occupational illness rate 
three times that of any other U.S. 
manufacturing industry, accord- 


ing to studies by the Santa Clara 
Center for Occupational Safety 
and Health. 

As one of the workers mak- 
ing modems on the assembly line 
at the PemStar Company in San 
Jose, I often worked from before 
sunrise into the evening because 
of mandatory overtime. We stood 
in a fixed position for hours at a 
time with only short breaks. 

Inside the factory, something 
irritating in the air caused us to 
blow our noses several times a 
day. We walked past a small sign 
— placed at foot level — warn- 
ing of chemicals in use that have 
been linked to miscarriages and 
illnesses. 

The invisibility of Mexican 
Americans in Silicon Valley has 
dangerous implications for work- 
ers in Mexico, where lack of regu- 
lation means conditions can only 
be worse. Already 15 major high- 
tech manufacturing companies — 
including IBM, Flex-tronics, and 
Hewlett Packard — have plants 
in Mexico, where high-tech ac- 
counts for close to a quarter of the 
country’s manufacturing jobs, 
mainly in Guadalajara and the 
U.S.-Mexico border. 

As high-tech industry grows 
in Mexico, I hope that workers in 
Silicon Valley and Mexico can 
fight to improve labor standards. 
High tech contract workers can 
learn from farmworkers. They 
must pull together and realize that 
their struggle is now an interna- 
tional one.
